The Dallas Building and 
C o n s t r u c t i o n 
T r a d e s 
Council, 
which represents 
most of the unions, asked for 
a $3.45 increase in a three- 
year bargaining package. 
Contractors have offered a 
$1.85. 


Contractors and union offi­ 
cials met Tuesday but were 
unable 
to 
reach 
an 
agreement. 
“We met all day long,” 
Moore said. “ The union 
wanted 60 cents (per bour) 
now, 55 cents in six months, 
another 60 cents in 12 months 
and another 55 cents in 18 
months. T hat’s a pretty 
steep increase.” 
Moore said the contractors 
decided last week to shut­ 
down the projects if a 
agreement was not reached 
by Wednesday. 
He said the deadline was 
set only after the union 
began picketing and workers 
failed; to show up for work. 
“It was a defensive move­ 
ment on our part,” he said. 
“We were losing money and 
we had to try to salvage 
something.” 
A union spokesman con­ 
firmed most contractors told 
the workers the jobs were 
closed.

system causing the blood vessels 
near the skin to dilate and the blood 
acts like water in a car's cooling 
system by carrying the heat to the 
surface of the body where it is 
dissipated into the air. 
In fact it was the fever reducing 
aspect of the drug that led to its 
discovery. W ay back yonder before 
people got so sm art they would 
chew bark from a willow tree and 
the fever would go down. Sooner or 
later someone did some research 
on the bark and that is how they 
found asprin.

The Press and the American Revolution — 
Customs Catch “Polly” Smuggler

When 
John 
Robinson, 
collector of His M ajesty’s 
custom s in N arrag an sett 
Bay, 
seized 
the 
sloop 
“ Polly” at Dighton, Mass.. 
in April, 1765, he caught a 
smuggler red-handed. The 


captain of the 
ship had 
reported a cargo of 63 casks 
of molasses at 
Newport, 
R.I., and the import duty of 
three pence a gallon had 
been paid. 
Robinson, after examining 
the customs record, became 
suspicious that the “ Polly” 
had more cargo than had 
been declared. 
With 
two 
assistants he set out after the 
sloop which was now on her 
way up the bay towards 


Taunton, Mass. 
C atching up with 
the 
“ P olly” 
at 
D ighton, 
Robinson boarded the vessel 
and discovered twice the 
am ount 
of 
d eclared 
molasses. He immediately 
seized the sloop in the name 
of the King. 
Goes For Help 
Unable to get a crew to 
bring his prize 
back 
to 
Newport, Robinson left the 
“ Polly” 
with 
his 
two 
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C O N N E C T I C U T . 
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assistants while he went for 
help. 
That 
afternoon 
Robinson's men could not 
resist the temptation of a 
nearby tavern. 
Meanwhile a gang of about 
40 men with blackened faces 
climbed aboard the ship and 
m ade off with the whole 
cargo. 
Before 
the 
m ob 
finished, the “Polly” had 
been run aground, stripped, 
and her bottom bored with 
holes. 
By now the two 
guardians of the vessel had 
fled to safety. 
When Robinson returned 
to Dighton and saw what had 
happened he went ashore to 
see if he could locate the 
stolen cargo. Immediately 
he was arrested by a sheriff 
on a charge brought by Job 
Smith of Taunton, owner of 
the “ Polly,” who demanded 
3,000 British Pounds 
in 
dam ages for the loss of his 
ship and her cargo. 
Official Jailed 
Robinson suspected that 
Sm ith 
already 
had 
the 
m olasses, but that didn’t 
m atter. The sheriff set out 
with the customs collector - 
and a jeering mob - to walk 
the eight miles to Taunton, 
where the unhappy official 
had to wait in jail for three 
days before he was bailed 
out. 
Such was the plight of an 
honorable 
m an, 
not 
a 
com m on 
crim in al. 
John 
Robinson had m erely been 
trying to do his job - enforce 
the British trade laws in his 
jurisdiction. 
About 
a 
year 
before, 
Robinson 
had 
been 
a p ­ 
pointed 
to 
his 
post 
at 
Newport. He was one of a 
num ber 
of 
new 
customs 
officials who was expected to 
be more efficient than his 


predecessors in collecting 
duties and ferretin g out 
sm ugglers. 
The 
in­ 
dependence of Narragansett 
traders, as often noted in the 
Newport M ercury, m ade 
John Robinson’s task almost 
impossible from the start. 
Duty Lowered 
The Sugar Act of 1764 
lowered the duty on foreign 
molasses imported by the 
colonists from six to three 
pence a gallon; but it also 
called for strict enforcement 
of the law. 
B etter-paid 
customs officials, assisted 
by royal navy officers, could 
also benefit by receiving a 
share of every prize that 
they seized. 
Sm ugglers with fingers 
sticky 
from 
foreign 
m olasses m ight well be 
wary. 
But there was much more 
to the law than the popular 
name “Sugar Act” implied. 
In addition to the molasses 
duty it 
provided 
for a 
num ber 
of 
new 
trad e 
regulations that could have 
harmful economic effects on 
America if enforced. 
Restrictions on the export 
of lumber to European ports, 
for example, might destroy a 
fairly substantial trade that 
the New Englanders had 
developed. There were also a 
number of new import duties 
imposed. 
An American Tax 
More properly, the “ Sugar 
A ct” 
w as 
called 
the 
A m erican 
R evenue 
Act. 
While 
it 
provided 
for 
customs reform s and new 
trade regulations, it was also 
the first 
law passed by 
Parliam ent specifically for 
the purpose of collecting 
revenue in the colonies for 
the crown. 


W ithout question m ost 
A m ericans 
felt 
that 
Parliam ent did not have the 
right to tax them, but in the 
protests against the Sugar 
econom ic 
factors 
w ere 
emphasized. Most colonists 
looked upon this m easure as 
a trade regulation. 
It would take the Stamp 
Act of the next year - a 
naked, internal levy - to 
bring forth hot argum ents 
about 
the 
extent 
of 
Parliam ent’s power over the 
colonies. 
Enforcement Stymied 
It was one thing to pass a 
law and another thing to 
enforce it. Orders could be 
issued to customs officials 
and they might try faithfully 
to carry them out. John 
Robinson, 
well-intentioned 
and honest, had found that 
colonial m erchants (with the 
connivance of most of the 
citizenry) would resort to 
alm ost anything to c ir­ 
cumvent the law. 


The

From a Great American Bank 


While the colonists were protesting against the Sugar Act of 1764 it was learned that the 
British ministry was considering the enactment of a stamp tax. This prompted Governor 
Thomas Fitch (c. 1700-1774) of Connecticut to write this pamphlet, which gave a clear 
statement of the historical, economic and constitutional reasons for his opposition to the 
proposed measure. When Parliament passed the Stamp Act., however, Fitch felt it his duty to 
take the oath required of all governors to enforce the law. In the heated passions and 
emotions of the time the governor was not reelected in 1766. Thomas Fitch, who had been a 
deputy from Norwalk, Connecticut, to the General Assembly as early as 1726, had been 
elected governor in 1754 and held this position until his downfall in the Stamp Act crisis. 
Pamphlets on ail kinds of subjects were a staple product of printers of the time. Some modern 
historians argue that the development of the revolutionary ideology may best be traced in 
pamphlets like this one which poured so abundantly from American presses. (Courtesy, 
American Antiquarian Society).

Wool blanket 
needs softening

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Tile fibers in my all-wool blanket are a 
little stiff. It was washed in water that was too hot. Do you 
know of a remedy that will soften my blanket a bit? — 
MABEL. 
DEAR MABEL — A good trick is to add a tablespoon of 
household ammonia to the final rinse water to make a 
blanket really fluffy and soft. 
Do not let a wool blanket become completely dry before 
removing from the dryer or the line. The slight dampness 
will allow for stretching to shape. Then brush both sides 
with a stiff brush to fluff it up. If drying a blanket out doors 
(rn parallel lines take hold of the corners and shake it 
several times during the drying period. Never hang blanket 
out doors when the weather is too cold. This will stiffen the 
fibers. Also never put it in the hot sun. — POLLY 


DEAR POLLY — I take pride in my yard and want to keep it 
looking nice. My Pet Peeve is with those people who throw their 
cigarette butts and empty soft drink cans un it. I do not smoke or 
drink so do not appreciate cleaning up after others who do. Today 
I even picked up a whiskey bottle. Polly, if you print this in your 
column and IF those who do this have a conscience read this I 
hope it hurts. - DISGUSTED. 
I am sure this is a Peeve shared by many. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — I am a constant reader of the column and 
think there must have been a mistake about the ingredients for 
the cookies made with biscuit mix, pudding mix and water. I 
tried it twice. The first time the batter was very thin and runny 
and I tried baking the cookies but had to throw them out for the 
birds. The second time was the same but I added more of both dry 
ingredients and they baked a little better but I do not think they 
were right. I would like to know what went wrong. I like the idea 
of saving and also being quick. Thank you. — MRS.P.G. 
DEAR MRS.P.G. — This cookie batter is VERY thin and if you 
carefully read the recipe it said to only drop a TEASPOON FULL 
at a time on the cookie sheet. They spread and then bake very 
quickly. I made them with chocolate pudding and the resulting 
soft cookies were almost like thin brownies. One of my neighbors 
made them with lemon pudding and the people who tasted them 
thought they were surprisingly good. If you object to the very thin 
batter, why not use less water? — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — It is very handy to leave a wooden popsicle 
stick in the flour bin and another in the sugar canister to have to 
use for leveling off a filled measuring cup. — MRS. J.S. 
DEAR POLLY — The renewed interest in house plants and our 
smaller living quarters have caused many of us to hang plants in 
the windows. To make an attractive hanger use a plastic mesh 
onion bag. Fasten one end securely and thread sturdy cords from 
the bottom to make a suspension device. One can even hold a 
terrarium. The mesh cuts the light and other pots require another 
container to prevent dripping Dress up the cords with big beads 
and fancy buttons from Grandma’s button box. — ELIZABETH.

(UPI) — A Texas AAM 
sociologist says there may

despite a fall in church at­ 
tendance since the 1950s 
Dr. Jon Alston said recent 
surveys show a rise in the 
number of young Americans 
who believe religion has an 
increasing influence on the 
American way of life. 
Almost 
a 
third of 
the 
youths questioned last year 
believed religion has some 
impact on daily life, while 
just four years before only 14 
per cent had answered yes 
Church attendance by the 
young declined until about 
1970, says Alston, when it 
leveled off. Now there is a 
slight increase. 
“We don’t know whether 
this is a return to tradition or 
whether these young people 
are intent on reforming the 
church from 
within,’ 
he 
said. 
Overall attendance is still 
declining from a high point 
around 1955, but Americans 
still attend church the most 
of any modem or Christian 
nation in the world, he said. 
Am ericans are apt 
to 
attend more as couples or 
families, said Alston, while 
in other countries surveyed, 
the women generally attend 
more than men. 
Surveying 
attendance 
from 1939-69. Alston found 
each generation had its own 
pattern 
of 
attendance. 
Simplistic statements such 
as “older persons generally 
go to church more" are not 
founded. 
He said the most active 
church attenders in the 30- 
year survey were those bom 
between 1925 and 1934.
